SUBJECT; NMCC Followup 

1. Estimated 20-30 U. S. enlisted men may have been 
killed. 

2. At least 5 persons are trapped in ruins but are alive. 
Amputation may be necessary to extricate these men. 

3. VC also threw grenades at the National Police Station. 

4. 7 U. S. wounded have been evacuated. 

5. Satchel charges were found adjacent to the building. 

6. U. S. soldiers on top floor of hotel killed 2 VC in 
street in front of hotel immediately before the explosion.
